   If you are a recent graduate of the Radiology Specialist Program. 
These are the steps you must follow to submit your, first time, 
application for the American Registry of Radiologic Technologists 
(ARRT) exam. All first time applications must be endorsed by the 
Program Director prior to mailing it to the ARRT. 
   First you will need an application. If you do not have one, you 
can request an Examinee Handbook for Radiography from the 
ARRT.  
Within its pages you will find an application as well as the 
information you will need when you mail your endorsed 
application to them.  
   Fill out the application. Attach your photo and have your 
application notarized. Send your notarized application with a self 
addressed stamped envelope to:

   If your name is different on your application because you have 
legally changed your name after you completed the Radiology 
Specialist Program. Please indicate the name you were known by 
when attending the program. 
   Once you receive your endorsed application, follow the 
information within the Examinee Handbook for submitting your 
application. If you have any further questions about testing 
procedures, use of calculators, test sites, etc. contact the ARRT at 
the telephone number or address provided above. 
 

ARRT RULES YOU SHOULD BE AWARE OF 
 

5 Year Rule 
 

   Effective January 1, 1995, application for examination must be 
made within five years of graduation. This rule was passed in such 
a way that anyone graduating prior to January 1, 1995 was treated 
as if  their graduation occurred on January 1, 1995 for the purpose 
of the five-year rule.   

 
Three Attempt, Three Year Limit 

 
   Applicants who are eligible for examination will be allowed 
three attempts to pass the certification exam. Candidates must 
complete the three attempts within a three-year period of time. 
The three year period of time begins with the initial examination 
window start date. After three unsuccessful attempts or three years 
have expired, the individual is no longer eligible. 
   The individual may obtain eligibility to retake the examination 
one additional time if the individual submits documentation 
indicating completion of remedial activities acceptable to the 
ARRT following the last participation in the examination.  The 
fourth attempt must occur within the one-year period following the 
third unsuccessful attempt. Those failing the fourth attempt, or 
waiting longer than one year following the third unsuccessful 
attempt, may only become eligible by re-entering and graduating 
from an accredited educational program.

“Once a Marine, well, you know  
the saying.  In my heart, I am 
both a Soldier and a Marine and  
I feel honored to have had the 
 opportunity to serve as both.” 
 
 
 
 
   I was born in Lincoln, Nebraska, 1949. Graduated High School in 
Columbus, Ohio. I joined the Marine Corps in 1966, attended 
Radio Operator School, San Diego, Ca., Infantry and Jungle 
Training, Camp Pendleton, Ca., and Vietnamese Language at 
DLIWC, Monterey, Ca., prior to going to Vietnam in November 
1967. 
   I was assigned to the 1st Bn / 4th Marines, 3rd Marine Division in 
Vietnam, 1967, 1968. As a Radio Operator/ Forward Observer for 
squad/team to company size infantry missions, I plotted 
coordinates and called in fire support with mortars, artillery, close 
support air strikes and even naval gun fire from the battleship, New 
Jersey, two times during the Tet Offensive. Con Thien, Khe Sahn, 
C2, C2 Bridge, LZ Stud, were some of the firebases my unit 
occupied during 67,68, 69.  That war was hard on so many and 
that’s all I’m going to say about that. I ETS’d on November 1970 
as a Buck Sergeant E5. 
   A 17-year break-in-service followed the Marines. During this 
period, I worked in a variety of unfulfilling jobs that included 
construction work, factory work, deck hand, restaurant 
management and insurance/financial planning. 
   In 1987, age 38, I enlisted in the Army.  Basic training all over 
again, but I was recognized as Soldier of the Cycle, so that was a 
great way to start. Fort Sam Houston for GMO and 91P training (P-
10, 87) and recognized as Distinguished Honor Graduate. 
   Mr. Mayes will always be one of my personal heroes. He gives 
much more than he takes. My thanks to some others along the way 
include, Mr. Walter Deeg, Ms. Mary Brodbeck, Col. Turnbull, Col. 
Moreno, MSG Amado, MSG Berger, MSG. Bohnet, SSG Wood, 
SFC Hokanson, MSG Cook, MSG Hill and all my current 
leadership.

   I am so thankful to have had the opportunity to return and teach 
here at the AMEDD Center & School “The Academy” and give 
something back, following in the footsteps of so many outstanding 
instructors that have preceded me.
